PROHIBITION AND HIGH LICENSE.

Minnesota’s Methodist Conference Al-
most Breaks Up in a RRow,

Missearonas, Oct, 18.—[Special Telegram
to the Beek. | —Thoe state Methodist conference
hod e lively time yesterday on the prohibition
question. It always causes o commotion and
it almost caused 4 row. Things were very
lively for a little while. The temperance
committee, of which Rov, W. W. Suatterlee
wiis chairman, reported a series of resolu-
tions which sdvoecated prohibition and denied
that high license wis the solation of the
lisquor problem.  Mr, Satterleo, howeyver, did
nob sgree with these resolutions and had
drawn up o minority report.  About the only

ditterence  was  the  portion  referring
to  high license, Mr, Satterlee’s roesolu-
tion  said that  the  liguor  trafMe
wus  the  great  political  guestion of

the day, to be settled only theough political
partices, It further pledges the convention to
denounea all social and political organiza-
tions which are not opposed to  license, The
resotutions all contained a rabid attack on
high license. Mr. Satterles supported his
resolution, eluborating on the old wrguments.
Dr. Willinm MeKingley, favored th majority

report,  He said they ull wanted the same
thing, but that hig fricod had a pet plan,

which he wished to foree on' other people.
He did not propose to commit himself to any
policy. The church wanted more prayers
und less partisanship, more Methodism  and
less foolery, Rove Mr. Morgon  vigorously
defended the minority report, He said the
mujority report hinted st high  license,
which  wus a  irick of hell, and
no solution.  Other ministers spoke pro and
con, but D, S, G Smith, of St Paul, ereatid
u sensation by saying that o yvear ago the
third party crowd had got a majority in the
conference on steh resolutions as those now
ntroduced by the ordinary Methodists of
political intrlgue.

Died, October 13, 1857, Julin Cooley, wife
of Griffoth 8. Cooley, of Cedar Creck, of
complicated  discases, at the home of hor
daughter, Mrs. Willurd  Keefer, of Green-
wood, aged tHifty six years, eleven months and
thirtoen days.

The deceased wus of that sturdy puritan
stock the aneestry of  which duted back to
the landing of the Maytower,  She was barn
ut Little Gillead, Bethel township, Wikndsor
connty, Vermont, Oct, 80, 1800, Hoer grand-
father, Genoral Lillie; of revolutionary fauie,
fought and bled for the independonce of
America,  Her father, General Anson Lillie,
a hero of the second revolution, lost o lower

limb by a cantion  ball while galluotly
charging the I3vitish resilirs ut
the  battle  of  Chippown,  during  the

second war with Greeat Britan (1512). He
was o stauneh abolitionist, the associate wud
compeer of Garrison. Phillips, Smith, Suw-
moer, Chiase and Greely, and also an import
ant  fuctor in enginecring the “undercground
riviroid " during thosge exciting slavery duys.
Hoer thyee hrothers eolisted in the war for
the union and wou distincetion on the battle
fields of the south, Julius S, Lillie, captain
of the Thirteenth Michipun, fell while roe-
pelling Wade Hampton's calvalvy, on the
Cirent Pedes River in Soath Caroling. Klins
Lillioc. was  quarter-mastor of the Tenth
Michignn andd lakd down his life for the
preservation of his nation,  Her youngest
andd ondy renudning beother, Justus Lillie, of
Codur Crock, served thsughiont the wir, wnd
fought with distinetion on the battio felds of
Fort Dvmelson, Shiloh, Pittsburg Landing and
Appomuatox.

Sometimes there nre (its of conghing induacied
Ly thie tonnch muceus so violent os o calse vom-
fting.  Laver on the mucus thot 18 ralsed 18
fond to contadn smnll particles of yellow mat-
ter, which tndtoates thaf the sodl tubes in the
lungs wre now affecteid. With this thore aroe
often streaks of Momd mixed with the mucns,
In some cases the patient becomes very pidn,
hns fever, and expoctorates befors any eough
nppeRTs

In some cnses smnll mosses of cheesy sl
stnes wre spit up, which, when prossed -
tween the tngers, emit o bl odor.  To othor
[RTETCEN rul’th'h-nuf n chalky niuture nre spit
up,  Thee ridsing of cheesy or chalky lnmps in-
dieate serjous miselijef at work in the Tungs,

In some cases catarrh will extond fnto the
Tungs tna few weeks: in other cases It may be
mionuths, and even vears, before the disewse at-
ks the lnngs suflletent]ly to canse serlous -
t spenen with the genernd health, When the
disense hns developod too suoh o polit the pus
tient 15 sabl to have cataryhal consumptlon,
With bronchial eatarrh there 45 more or less
fover which differs with the ditferent parts of
the duy—slight In the worning, higber [ the
afteruoun and cvening.
